An inconspicuous news item lurking 
in a corner of a recent daily, records 
that the father of a family down in 
Ontario, slipped (nri w -m fl rble and “sus 
tained serious injuries.” And so the 
spring is heralded! This really is not 
news, for all over the Dominion and 
other lands fathers of families, are at 
present skidding on marbles and sus¬ 
taining serious injuries. 

_ The item^must have been written 

for the purpose of lifting the veil 
which hangs over domestic life, in or¬ 
der to show the hazardous path which 
parents tread. It calls attention to 
the Pearls of Parenthood. We have 
often wondered just how parents aTe 
rated with insurance companies. It 
would seem that they should be judg¬ 
ed a very bad risk. Piffalls beset 
their lives hourly. 

Marbles figure largelv in the 
spring of the year. It is safe to say 
that in the economic scheme of 
things no marble nor alley is ever 
wholly lost. Bobbie may think so for 
the moment, but not so. ,A missing 
marble always gets found, usually in 
the dark and all too often on the 
stairway. Whereby father sustains 
one set of serious injuries. Mother 
reaches for the liniment (apply gent¬ 
ly, do not rub in) to solat*. the injur¬ 
ies and finds .herself embedded in a 
trolling hook which has been laid out 
in advance of the season. 

Gopher traps are being set out in 
the back yard just to see if they re¬ 
tain their old time vigor. They do. 
A frantic voice rises to testify that the 
gopher traps work. Snaring wire is 
a popular menace. The transient 
guest grasps a door nob and is attach 
ed thereto as a guest for life, by vir- 
ture of a sticky mass of molasses and 
jam. Gobs of paste from kite-making 
have been misplaced on the kitchen 
floor and someone is maroonell. Fish 
ing hooks dangling in midair snatch 
mother absolom like as she steps to 
the clothes line. Father ambles round 
the corner of the house, his soul ag¬ 
low with the music of spring, and 
gets a swift ball in the eye—the con¬ 
tribution of the family southpaw. 
Hammers are dropped from roof or 
loft; an anxious face peers over and 
an anxious voice says: “I’m sorry, did 
it hurt?” 

And what parent has not exper¬ 
ienced that slithery feeling in. the 
heart of his stomach when a baseball 
Lat begins to slide relentlessly from 
underfoot. 

Serious injuries indeed from above 
and from below on every side, on 
every day, dangers mena-e the par¬ 
ents of an enterprising family. 

And the odd part is that while still 
limping from the dailv serious injur¬ 
ies, all parents gather their broods 
about them in the evening and gaz¬ 
ing solemnly at each other declare, 
"thankgoodness our children have 
given us never moment of pain or 
worry.’’ 

No, these current injuries should 
never appear as news. They are 
merely daily routine.

MORE GAME FOR ALBERTA 

The outlook of the Alberta Fish 
and Gama for 1923 is the most prom¬ 
ising in many years.. Plans have been 
completed to bring in 600 Mongolian 
pheasants, 2000 Chinee ring-necked 
and 3000 or more pheasant eggs. The 
provincial department of agriculture 
is securing eggs for hatching at its 
farms. Local associations will order 
eggs and birds. Last year about 2500 
birds were set loose. Th>« year over 
4000 will be released. 

The pheasants h^ve taken kindly to 
Alberta and artificial feeding has not 
been necessary. They promise to be 
hardy game birds. One hundred Bob 
White Quail are to be tried out for 
suitability. Active campaigns against 
crows, magpies and other pests will 
be again waged. With the addition 
of the new hatchery at Waterton 
Lakes, the capacity of hatcheries will 
be 3,200,000 fry in a season.

MUNICIPAL FORESTS 

In the last few years fifteen muni¬ 
cipal township forests and eight coun 
ty. forests have been established in 
Ontario. In Quebec there are forty- 
five township forests of 411,765 acres. 
All Canada is urged to study this pro¬ 
fitable, if slow growing, revenue pro¬ 
ducer. In tourist trade forests form 
a main attraction, providing game, 
fish, scenery. They provide protec¬ 
tion to watershed. They prevent 
much damage to property. « They as¬ 
sist in re-establishing the fertility of 
the soil. In Switzerland community 
forests yield a profit of $8 per acre, 
per year. In Orson, Sweden, a muni¬ 
cipal forest practically supports the 
village. It is tax free, has free street 
car service, telephones, library, 
schools, etc. In Germany one town 
uses its forest for unusual public im¬ 
provements. If a new school, public 
buildingTetc., is needed, the town cuts 
enough forest to pay for it.

A building permit has been issued 
to the Alberta Dairy Pool Limited 
for the construction of a $20,000 brick 
building at 10531-102nd Street, Ed¬ 
monton. The building will be of suffic 
ient size to handle satisfactorily the 
ever growing central office activities 
of the Dairy Pool. 

A trip through the Peace River 
country is planned by the editors of 
Alberta Weekly newspapers following 
the annual convention of the Alberta 
division of the Canadian W'eekly 
Newspapers Association which will be 
held in Edmonton during the month 
of August. 

Contracts were let during the past 
month by the Alberta Government 
Telephone System for the erection of 
new exchange biddings at Drumheller 
and the Calgary West office. It is 
expected that work will start on these 
buildings -about March 15th. Plans 
have also been completed for new 
buidings at St. Paul, JIanna, and 
Grande Prairie. 

Tlie area of Rocky Mountain Na¬ 
tional Park in Alberta is to be inereas 
ed by 103.5 square miles and will em¬ 
brace a portion of the land formerly 
included in Jasper National Park 
while the latter park will also be in¬ 
creased -by the addition of 17 square 
miles. Jasper Park, the largest in the 
province, formerly had an area of 5- 
380 square miles and Rocky Mountain 
'National Park was 2,751 Square miles 
in extent. 

Transportation from Edmonton to 
Grand Prairie has become a matter 
of a few hours with the inauguration 
during the past week of a commercial 
air service between these two points 
by the Commercial Airways Limited. 
The first flight of the service was 
made on Thursday by Captain “Wop” 
May flying the Commqrcial Airways’ 
r.ew Lockheed-Vega plane. Leaving 
Edmonton at 9.05 a.m. Captain May 
and his passengers had lunch in 
Grande Prairie and reached Edmon¬ 
ton on the return flight at 5.15jp.m. 

Letters reaching the Publicity Com 
missioner’s office continue to indicate 
the interest in the opportunities for 
settlement in Alberta which is being 
shown by farmers irr the mid-western 
states. The announcement is made 
in a letter from A. E. Pilkie, Cana¬ 
dian Government Agent at Omaha, 
Nebraska, that ten farmers from one 
district in Nebraska plan to come to 
Alberta early in the present spring 
with the purpose ,of purchasing from 
ten to fifteen sections of land. Sim¬ 
ilar encouraging reports are being re¬ 
ceived from a number of other locali¬ 
ties in which exhibits of Albecta ag-1 
ricultural products were shown by 
the Publicity Branch during the past 
two seasons. 

Alberta stands second among the 
provinces of the Dominion in its per 
capita national wealth, being exceed¬ 
ed in this respect only by British Co-. 
lumbia, according to figures just is¬ 
sued by the Dominion Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics. As regards the. provincial 
distribution of wealth, Ontario ranks 
first with an estimated agricultural 
wealth of .$9,130,189,000 and Quebec 
second with an estimated wealth of 
$6,658,108,000. The western provinces 
however, lead in per capita wealth. 
British Columbia holds first place 
with a per capita wealth of $3,^44; A1 
berta second with $3,608; Saskatche¬ 
wan third -with $3,559, and Manitoba 
fourth with $2,957. These figures may 
be compared with $2,902 for Ontario; 
$2,598 for Quebec and $2,842 the per 
capita wealth for the whole Dominion. 

Farmers throughout the province 
and organizations interested in the 
improvement of agricultural condi¬ 
tions are taking a keen interest in the 
campaign directed by the Department 
of Agriculture to encourage the use 
of high quality seed grain for Alber¬ 
ta’s 1929 crop. A number of radio ad¬ 
dresses will be given from Edmonton, 
Red Deer, Calgary and Lethbridge 
during the coming week while 10,000 
posters and 50,000 leaflets are being 
distributed to farmers in all sections 
of the province. A marked improve¬ 
ment was noted in the quality of 
seed sown in 1928 and it is expected 
that this improvement will be still 
further increased as a result of the 
attention which is being paid to this 
important factor in crop production 
at the present time.

BEnERHIGHWAYS 

| A. B. McKay of the Alberta Motor 
Association, headed a delegation 
which met the Cabinet at Edmonton, 
on Monday morning. 

Mr. McKay suggested floating a ten 
-miHton dollar bond issue over a three 
year period, to be used exclusively in 
road building. He challenged the gov¬ 
ernment to abandon road building and 
turn it over to private interests if it 
cannot meet public demand. McKay 
also urged that all money receives 
from gasoline tajTSnd vehicle licenses 
be used exclusively for road building 
and maintenance. 

Premier Brownlee and Hon. O. L. 
McPherson declined to earmark any 
portion of public revenue. They said, 
however, that amounts equal to rev¬ 
enue thus derived would be used in 
future for roads. 

Premier Brownlee says the govern¬ 
ment does not intend to return to the 
old bond issue system of paying for 
road building. During the next three 
years the government intends to 
iqiend more than $10,000,000 on‘roads 
In 1929 the sum of $4,547,634 will be 
expended. 

Mr. McKay stressed the importance 
of the tourist traffic and gave as his 
opinion that private interests could 
operate toll highways at a profit. 
This only must be a last resort, how¬ 
ever. 

WH0C0MESFIRST? 

The government has heavy respon¬ 
sibilities in the allotment of public 
funds. Alberta’s problem in caring 
for the mentally afflicted is reaching 
alarming proportions, and will entail 
enormous expenditures if modern and 
humane methojls are to be employed. 
Again the care of tubercular patients, 
whose numbers are also on the in¬ 
crease, demands large expenditure. 
Educational service is crying for fur¬ 
ther extension. The problem is how 
to distribute available funds most 
equitably, and in a way that will meet 
most insistent demands. 

In connection with Ponoka, Mr. 
Gibbs, Labor member for Edmonton, 
said that he had authentic statements 
that the nurses in that institution 
worked from 6 a.m. to 7 p.m. with on¬ 
ly one and a half hours free for meals 
in the day, that they received one day 
off in seven and never knew which 
day it would be, that their holidays 
were three weeks for the whole year; 
that when a nurse is ill she is furnish 
ed with bed and board but struck off 
the payroll after the first week and 
charged with medical attention and 
medicine. 

Hon. George Hoadley in reply, said 
that this was not government policy 
but that he could not be expected to 
know all the deails of administration. 
He 'promised to investigate. 

It is astonishing to realize that 
Canada ranks as the greatest tobacco 
producing country in the British Em¬ 
pire, and that U. S. is regarding her 
as a serious rival.

COMMUNICATION 

To the Editor,of the Advocate: 

In regard to the correspondence of 
Chas. Grant, I wish to make known 
that he either misrepresented things 
or else is ignorant of the teachings 
of the various churches. 

The first point on which Mr. Grant 
stumbled is concerning Christ and the 
thief on the cross. The Bible teaches, 
pure and simple, that Christ is the 
incarnate Son of God, for in Hebrews 
13-8 we are told that Christ is from 
eternity ai>d will’ endure into all 
eternity. And in Matt. 9:6, we are 
told that Christ has power on earth 
to forgive sins. These passages show 
us that Christ is the true Son of God, 
i and that He has power even now to 
forgive sins. The mere, fact that 
Christ, is not with us visibly, does not 
tajke from Him the power to forgive 
sips, and to save that which is lost. 
As Christ was able and had the 
power to forgive the sins and save 
the dying thief on the cross, so He 
has the power to forgive the sins 
of all and to save all that was lost. 

The means whereby Christ today 
forgives sins is through His Word 
and the Sacraments, as is clearly 
stated in John 3:16, Romans 1:16. In 
Matt. 28:19 and in Mark 16:16, 
Christ says: “Go ye therefore and 
teach all nationrf, baptizing them in 
the Name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost;” and, 
“He that believeth and is baptized 
shall be saved; be he thgUYelieveth 
not shall be damned.” In there words 
you must note, in the first place, that 
here stands God’s commandment and 
institution. Secondly, it is most 
solemnly and strictly commanded that i 
we must be baptized or we cannot 
be saved, lest any man regard it as 
a trifling matter, like putting on a 
new garment. Thirdly, let it be ever 
so much an external thing. Here 
stand God’s Word and Commandment, 
which institute, establish and con¬ 
firm baptism. And God’s commands 
are not in vain. Hence to be bap¬ 
tized in the Name of God is to be 
baptized, not by man, but by God. 
Therefore, it is pure wickedness and 
blasphemy of the devil that now the 
new spirits, to mock at baptism, omit 
God’s Word and institution. 

We must learn also why and for 
what reason and purpose baptism 
was instituted. “He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved.” No 
one is baptized in order that he may 
become a prince, but as the Words 
declare, to be saved. Nor does the 
mere water save, for mere water 
could do no such a thing, but the 
faith in these words. And where 
the Name of God is, there must also 
be life and salvation. However, water 
is used, that faith may have some¬ 
thing which it believes. Thus faith 
may and should cling to the water 
and believe that it is baptism, in 
which there is pure salvation and life. 
Hence, faith alone makes the person 
worthy to receive profitably the 
saving divine water. 

That infant baptism is, pleasing to 
Christ is sufficiently proved from His 
own words, namely, that God sancti¬ 
fies many of them who have been 
thus baptized and has given them His 
Holy Spirit. Nor does baptism de¬ 
pend upon the faith of the receiver, 
but depends upon the Word and the 
command. Baptism is valid even 
though faith is wanting. For my 
faith does not make baptism, but re¬ 
ceives it. Therefore, we bring children 
to baptism in the conviction and hope 
that they believe, and we pray God 
to give them faith. But we do not 
baptize on that, but solely upon the 
command of God. 

Hence, we Lutherans have not 
changed our position coYKerning in¬ 
fant baptism. We neither teach not 
claim that little children, who have 
not received baptism, are lost or go 
to an eY>dles8 hell.
